"When are you coming to Japan?" 


In this lesson, you'll learn how to ask "When are you coming?" or "When are you going?" using the question word itsu. 


Review: /kimasu/Kimasu 


Ikimasu ("go") and kimasu ("come") are the two most common verbs of movement in Japanese. Let's review the sentence 
structure below... 


Formation 


e [Subject] wa [place] ni ikimasu. — "[Subject] goes/will go to [place]." 
e [Subject] wa [place] ni kimasu. — "[Subject] comes/will come to [place]." 


* The particle ni marks the place the subject goes to or comes to. 


Sample Sentences 


SUBJECT WA PLACE NI VERB OF MOVEMENT "ENGLISH" 
Sara wa Mekishiko ni ikimasu. "Sara goes/will go to Mexico." 
Kaori koko kimasu. "Kaori comes/will come here." 


Asking When Someone Will Go/Come to a Place 


You can ask when someone will go or come to a place by simply adding the question word itsu, meaning "when," to a ques- 
tion sentence. 


Formation 


e /tsu [subject] wa [place] ni ikimasu ka. — "When will [subject] go to [place]?" 
e /tsu [subject] wa [place] ni kimasu ka. > "When will [subject] come to [place]?" 


Sample Sentences

Itsu Sara wa Mekishiko ni ikimasu. ka. "When will Sara go to Mexico?" 
Kaori koko kimasu. "When will Kaori come here?"
